Georgia Fruit Exchange 


Prepares for Season. 


Commission. Houses Are Ap- 
pointed in Boston, 
York, Philadelphia, Provi- 
dence, Newark, Buffalo, Bal- 
timore and Pittsburg. 


The board of trustees of the Georgta 
Fruit Exchange, at its meeting here 
yesterday, selected the commission 
houses in the larger markets which 
will handle the peach shipments of 
the members of the exchange during 
the coming season. Owing to the lim- 
ited time, the selection of houses in 
the other markets was deferred to the 
meeting of the executive committee, 
which will be held here in April. 

The meeting was a most harmonious 
and enthusiastic one. The trustees de- 
clared that the outlook for a crop was 
fine, and they agreed that the yield 
would be 4,000 cars as 9 maximum and 
$,600 as a minimum estimate. Of this 
amount, the exchange will handle 95 
per cent, or practically every crate 
shipped out of the Georgia territory. 

The yield -was not injured by the 
cold snap of last Monday. The frost 
line dia not extend lower than Barnes- 
ville, and the blooms were not far 
enovch advanced to be hurt. Small 
damage was reported to early varieties 
from last week’s rains, but this dam- 
age did not affect the Elbertas and 
other varieties. Altogether, the yield 
will be about 75 per cent of last year’s. 
As the latter waa an unusually large 
one, the coming one will be about 
normal.

Witness for Defense in Hear- 
ing at Jesup Stated He Was 
Paid by Defense to See Pros- 
pective Jurors—Five Jurors 
Selected Yesterday. 


By EB. C. Bruffey. 

Jesup, Ga., March !16.—<(Special.)— 
When W. W. Bennett, of Baxley, one 
of the attorneys for the defendants, W. 
B. Lyens, ex-sheriff of Wayne county, 
and Archie Lyens, his son, an ex- 
deputy sheriff, attempted to discredit 
a tentative juror in the interesting mur- 
der trial begun here this efternoon, he 
aprung a sensation which reverted upon 
himself with a decided and pronounced 
rebound, and did the defense no good. 

Two jurors had been accepted and Le- 
roy Walker, of the Sereven district, 
had been passed by the state and put 
upon the defense, when Attorney W. 
W. Bennett, of the defendants’ counsel, 
arose, asking if A. L. Miller was inthe 
court room. Instantly a small man 
Came to the front. He was placed on 
the witness stand and asked if he had 
not had a recent conversation with 
Leroy Walker about the pending case. 
Miller drew from his pocket a long 
note book and reférred to it when 
questiong were asked. The witness said 
that Walker had said that the Lyens, 
father and son, ougbt to be hanged un- 
til they were dead. 

Witness Was Paid. 

As W. W. Bennett released the wit- 
ness with a smile, John W. Bennett, of 
counsel for the state, ex-solicitor gen- 
eral for his circult, took Witness Miller 
in hand, and within a few minutes 
made mince meat out of him. On the 
cross-examination Miller admitted that 
W. W. Benett had given him the book 
with the questions, and had directed 
him to see prospective jurors through- 
out the Screven district and to ascer- 
tain how they stood upon the two pris- 
Oners for whom the attorney had been 
retained. He stated that Attorney W. 
W. Bennett had agreed to pay him $4.50 
per day for his service, and that he 
hed received $13.50 for the work he had 
done. He had seen, he said, other pos- 
sible jurors in the case and pointed out 
the result of his investigations as re- 
corded in the book which he Rad sur- 
rendered to Attorney John W. Bennett. 
With the attorney for the defense 
Miller was a quick and ready witness, 
but when the state’s lawyer took a grip 
on him he was decidedly reluctant in 
making answer to questions. The in- 
cident created no little interest in the 
court room, and was not conducive to 
a betterment of the defendants’ case. 

Juror Denied Statements. 

The tentative juror on the stand under 
oath said that he had been approached 
by Miller as indicated, but denied that 
he had made the indicated statement. 
He was, however, told to step aside, 
and as he did so received the congratu- 
lations of attorneys and of many 
friends. 

The suggested motion for a change of 
venue did not materialize during the 
morning Session, and when the after- 
noon session opened, with Judge L. A. 
Parker, of Waycross, presiding, the case 
was called, and both gides announced 
ready. The prisoners were at a table 
with their attorneys, while immediately 
back of them were ranged the members 
of his family and other friends. In all, 
one hundred and ten possible jurors 
were examined during the afternoon, 
and of the number five were seated in 
the juny box, one of them, however, sub- 
ject to recall. The sheriff was instruct- 
ed to summons another panel sufficient- 
ly lange to meet the requirements of i:ie 
court. The quickness and ease with 
which the five jurors were secured has 
proven an astonishing feature of the day. 
The first of the five wasin the jury box a 
fullfiedged juror within an hour after 
court convened. The last one was se- 
cured at 6 o'clock, just before the ad- 
journment of court. 

Jurors Selected. 

The jurors qualified, with their post- 
office addresses and occupation, are: 

Elidott Knox, Odum, turpentine and’ 
timber dealer; Ely Thompson, Odum, 
farmer; Walker Long, Screven, farmer; 
Charles Fields, farmer, and J. R. May- 
ers, Screven, farmer. Juror Knox, after 
having been accepted, informed the 
court that he had discovered a relation- 
ship with one of the defendant’s rela- 
tives, and asked to be excused. Judge 
Parker passed the question until tomor- 
row morning. 

Net Rightly Indicted. 

During the morning session J. R. 
Thomas, of counsel for the defense, 
sprung a sensation by asking the dis- 
charge of the prisoners, saying they 
had not been rightly indicted. His con- 
tention was that on the true bill ap- 
peared the name of a man as a grand 
juror who did not live in the county. 
Judge Parker sustained the contention 
and for more than an hour the two pris- 
Oners sat in the court room free of any 
charge. Yet it would not have been safe 
for either to have attempted to leave. 
The grand jury was in session, and So- 
licitor General J. H. Thomas went be- 
fore that body with a new and corrected 
bill, and within a few minutes the pris- 
eners were again legally under arrest. 

The prisoners were brought over from 
Savannah yesterday morning, handcuffed 
together. They were taken direct to the 
county jail, over which they held con- 
trol for so many years, and were assign- 
64 to different cells.

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BITS OF GOSSIP HEARD 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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Washington, March’ 16.—(Speeial.)— 
The real truth as to why the Georgia 
marble people did not secure the con- 
tract for furnishing the marble used 
in the new postoffice may never be 
told. It is doubly inexplicable in the 
face of the numerous contracts award- 
ed Georgia marble firms to supply 
marble for buildings in Washington 
and other northern cities. 

A large part of the marble used in 
finishing the interior of the new office 
building for the members of the house 
of representatives, and the marble for 
the interior of the new municipal 
building of Washington, was suppiicd 
by the Blue Ridge Marble Company, of 
Nelson, Ga, In the municipal building 
there is $70,000 worth of Georgia mar- 
ble, and in the house office building 
$55,000 worth. The marble for the 
senate office building came from Dei- 
awaré, 

In speaking of the Atlanta postoffice 
contract, Alex Anderson, vice presi- 
dent of the Blue Ridge Marble Com- 
pany, made the statement while in 
Washington last week that his firm 
was willing to furnish the marble to 
the government at actual cost. After 
making their first bid, they shaved 
$4,000-.off that price. The contractors 
for the building said they could get 
the marble for $13,000 below the sec- 
ond price. The Georgia marble men 
stated they were not willing to meet 
this price, with its consequent loss, 
and abandoned their efforts to secure 
the contract. 

Monuments for Confederate Graves. 

One of the objects of the visit of Mr. 
Anderson to Washington was to con- 
fer with the war department about 
the designs his firm had submitted to 
supply monuments for the graves of 
confederate soldiers. His firm was 
awarded the contract for furnishing 
20,000 headstones to mark the graves 
of dead heroes.. In many places it was 
found impracticable to use headstones, 
as the dead’ had ‘been buried in 
trenches. The plan was then adopted 
of having monuments take the place 
of several thousand headstones. 

In the course of the conversation 
with Mr. Anderson, it developed that 
this firm furnished $40,000 of marble 
for the Metropoliten Bank building in 
Washington; and has just*been award- 
ed a contract to supply.marble for a 
-ullding of the Holy Cross academy 
at Dunbarton, near Washington. 

Still the Atlanta postoffice contract 
went elsewhere, and everybody in At- 
lanta will continue to wonder why.

Col. Livingston Allowed 
to Select His Seat. 


In the Matter of Introducing 
Bills, Edwards Led Off for 
Georgia—Wants Congress to 
Sit From 9 A. M. to 6 P. M.

Washington. March 16.—(Special.)—In 
the drawing of seats today for the sixty- 
first congress the Georgia members fared 
very well. Colonel Livingston was ac- 
corded the distinction of being allowed 
to personally select his seat. He chose 
an aisle seat on the second row. 

The democrats who were allowed this 
privilege were Champ Clark, the demo- 
cratic leader; De Armond, of Missouri: 
Talbot, of Maryland, and Livingston, of 
Georgia. The last named is the rank- 
ing democrat on the important commit- 
tee on appropriations. He is also one 
of the oldest representatives on the dem- 
Ocratic side in point of continuous ser- 
vice. 

The seats of four of the Georgia rep- 
resentatives are right together on the 
last row, where they can be neighborly 
and pass the time of day without chang- 
ing their positions. They are Represen- 
tatives Erantley, Griggs, Hughes and 
Adamson. 

The business of introducing bills start- 
ed off with a rush this morning. A large 
number were of those which faiied of 
passage at the last session. Represen- 
tative Edwards led off for Georgia. He 
introduced measures providing for the 
establishment of a subtreasury a¢ Sa- 
vannah, a bill to provide for the con- 
struction of a military highway between 
Fort Screven and the city of Savannah; 
a bill to establish a fish hatchery in 
the first Georgia district.

QUICK REVISION 
URGED BY TAFT 


President Sends Tariff 
Message to Congress. 


eo 


Taft Says That the Country 
Demands Revision and That 
the Bill Should be Passed as 

_Speedily as Possible—Wants 
Platform Pledge Redeemed. 


Washington, March 16.—President 
Taft's message to congress today fol- 
lows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I have convened the con- 


gress in this extra session in order to 
enable it to give immediate considera- 
tion to the revision of the Dingley tariff 
act. Conditions affecting production, 
manufacture and business generally 
have so changed in the last twelve years 
as to require a readjustment and revi- 
sion of the import duties imposed by 
that act: More than this, the present 
tariff act, with the other resources of 
government revenue, does not. furnish 
income enough to pay the authorized ex- 
penditures. By July | next the excess 
of expenses over receipts for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will equal $100,000,000. 


Pledged to Revision, 

“The successful party in the late elec- 
tion is pledged to a revision of the tariff. 
The country and the business commu- 
nity especially, expect ft. The prospect 
of a change in the rates of import du- 
tie; always causes a suspension or halt 
in business because of the uncertainty 
as to the changes to be made and their 
Tt is therefore of the highest 
Importance that the new bill should be 
agreed upon and passed with as much 
speed as possible, consistent with its 
due and thorough consideration. 

“For these reasons I have deemed the 
present to be an extraordinary occasion, 
within the meaning of the constitution, 
justifying and requiring the calling of 
an extra session. 

“In my inaugural address I stated in 
a summary way the principles. upon 
which, in my judgment, the revision of 
tariff should proceed, and indicated at 
least one new source of revenue that 
might be properly resorted to in order 
to avoid a future deficit. It is not nec- 
essary for me to repeat what 17 then 
said. 

“I venture to suggest that the vital 
Dusiness interests of the country re- 
quire that the attention of the congress 
in this session be chiefly devoted to the 
consideration of the new tariff bill, and 
that less time be given to other subjects 
of legislation in this session, the better 
for the country.

PERDUE TO GET 


ANOTHER TRIAL 


Was Convicted of Killing 
Marshal of Barnes- 
ville. 


/The state court of appeals yesterday 
reversed the action of Pike superior 
court in refusing a new trial to Ben 
F. Perdue, indicted for the murder of 
Ben Porch, marshal of Barnesville, and 
convicted of voluntary manslaughter. 

The court of appeals holds that if 
Perdue’s story ce’ the affair is true, 
which was to the effect that Porch was 
trying forcibly to effect an illegal ar- 
rest, then Perdue was guilty of no 
crime in shooting him. On the other 
hand the court says if the state’s theory 
is correct, to the effect that Perdue 
shot Porch deliberately on account of 
pique because of a previous arrest, then 
The jury, it appears, did not accept 
the state’s theory, nor evidently did it 
incline wvholly to the statement of the 
defendant, for it refused to find him 
guilty of murder but convicted him 
of voluntary manslaughter. The court 
of appeals says the judge was wrong 
in charging the jury that Perdue had 


“no right to kill even to prevent an 


illegal arrest,’’ since there are certain 
circumstances which will justify killing 
in such a case. Perdue, therefore, gets 
a new trial. 

The decision was rendered by Judges 
Hill and Russell, Judge Russell dis- 
senting on the ground that in his opin- 
ion tue judge of the lower court was 
sufficiently explicit in another portion 
of his charge as to the law involving 
cases Of illegal arrest. 


Breach of Peace to Give the Lie. 

If you call a man a “liar,” and threat- 
ingly raise a stick in the air, you are 
guilty of a breach of the peace, accord- 
ing to a decision of the state court of 
appeals handed down yesterday in the 
case of W. M. Rumsey v. W. A. Bul- 
lard. 

Following a difficulty Rumsey had 
Bullard put under a $100 bond to keep 
the peace. Bullard, accompanied by 
his wife, later sought out Rumsey and 
called him a “liar,”’ at the same time 
raising his stick in a threatened man- 
ner. The wife stood by ready to as- 
sist her husband in case of an attack. 

Rumsey then sued to recover the 
amount of the peace bond, but the 
lower court held there had been no 
breach of the peace, and dismissed the 
case. The court of appeals thinks dif- 
ferently, and reversed this judgment. 

In the decision written by Jtudge 
Powell the court says in part: 

“To call a man a Har,’ says Judge 
Arthur Powell’s ruling, “and raise a 
stick to strike him, if in danger, is a 
menace of violence and is calculated 
to excite alarm or to provoke a breach 
of the peace. Being to the manor born. 
the judges of this court take judicial 
cognizance of the fact that in Georgia 
to call a man a Har, even without 
threatening him with a stick, most gen- 
erally means a fight. There may be 
exceptions to this rule, but they are 
rare exotics and ‘find little nourish- 
ment on Georgia soil and under south- 
ern skies. Judgment reversed.’ 


Hurt by Falling Glass. 

The state court of appealg yesterday 
reversed the decision of the Fulton su- 
perior court in the case of Sarah Sinko- 
vitz by her next friend against the Pe- 
ters Land Company. 

The plaintiff was ascending the stairs 
leading from Wall street up to the 
Whitehall street viaduct on a windy 
day, when some pieces of glass from a 
broken pane in the Peters. build- 
ing fell upon her and injured 
her. Suit for damages was brought 
against the Peters Land Com- 
pany, Owners of the buliding, alleging 
negligence, on the ground that the glass 
was of inferior quality and improperly 
set in the window from which it was 
blown. The lower court granted a non- 
suit.* The court of appeals holds that 
there is a ground of action, and reversed 
this decision. 

Must Pay for Its Mistake. 

A party in Enterprise, Ala.. wired Mr. 
Truitt, of LaGrange, for his price for 
1,000 bushels of a valuable cotton seed 
which he had for sale. Mr. Truitt wired 
back that it would be 75 cents a bushel. 
The Western Union Telegraph Company 
made the dispatch read 25 cents a 
bushel. The party ordered the seed and 
they were shipped. When the mistake 
was discovered, payment was refused, 
but the party finally took the seed at 50 
cents a bushel. 

Mr. Truitt then sued to recover from 
the telegraph company the difference 
between his price for the seed and that 
at which he had to sel! itr, and secured 
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a verdict in the superior court of Troup

There Were Occasional Spurts 
in Prices During the Day 
on ’Change. : 


(New York, March ‘I6.—The improved 
tone of the stock market today did not 
mean that there was any substantial 
widening in the dimensions of the 
market. Such activity as there wags 
came in occasional spurts and it was 
largely confined to a few stocks. A 
favorable view was taken of the course 
of events at Washington ag giving 
promise to removal of obstacles in the 
way of the progress of the tariff re- 
vision, such as the threatened contro- 
versy over the rules might have been. 
The financial element regards expedi- 
tion in the work of fixing the now tariff 
schedules as desirable above everything 
else. The buying of stocks on this ac- 
count was partly from the uncovered 
bear element, which has looked for a 
bad effect from the first publication of 
the terms of the tariff bill. Buying 
here of stocks for foreign account was 
in the nature of bear covering, also, the 
repurchases being prompted by a more 
cheerful view of the Balkan situation. 
United Steel was quite conspicuous in 
the light of buying stocks, that issue 
having been a favorite medium for 
speculation, based on suppositions of the 
effect of the new tariff bill. The report 
from Pittsburg of the resumption of 
dividends on Cruicible Steel preferred, 
after an interval of suspension, dating 
back over a year, had some sentimental 
effect on the steel industrials. Reports 
of additional companies in the trade 
cutting wages were not a detriment to 
the stock. Amalgamated copper shared 
quite fully in the strength of United 
States Stee] and was not hurt, appar- 
ently, by another reduction in copper 
prices here and in London. Price re- 
ductions, both in copper and steel, must 
bring the level ultimately to a point 
where consumers will abandon their ab- 
stention and begin to ‘buy. Lately, 
there is growing up a disposition to 
look upon successive price cuts as steps 
towards this end. The February 
eign trade statement was a remarkable 
one, both by reason of the heavy 
shrinkage in value of exports and of the 
increase in imports, reaching $41,721,000 
in the former case and $33,883,000 in 
the latter, compared with the year~ be- 
fore. Over $30,000,000 of the decline in 
exports is in agricultural exports, due 
to the check of the high prices pre- 
vailing to the foreign demand. Of the 
growth of imports, there can be no 
doubt of its significance ‘as showing 
the revival of purchasing power in the 
country. The effect on the merchan- 
dise balance in bringing the excess 
value of exports down to $7,400,367 
compared with over $83,000,000 for 
February of last year, clearly explains 
the outward current of the gold move- 
ment. Reports of more mining of an- 
thracite in preparation for a possible 
strike, seemed to appeal favorably to 
buyers of Reading. Union Pacific held 
its usual leadership in the movement of 
stocks. The market at the close was 
the strongest and most active of the 
day.
